The wrecked... passenger train was 
known as No. 4, running from ‘New York 
to Chicago, and was made up of engine 
No. 645 in charge of Engineer Samuel 
Cook and Fireman Fred Bell, of Mead- 
ville; one combination car, two day 
coaches, three sleepers and two, private 
cars. It was derailed by. striking a 
freight train which was taking .a siding 
-at Red House. The wreck at once took 
fire and the combination car, two day 
coaches and two sleepers, together with 
reight cars, were consumed. 
There was some dispute as to the cause 
of the wreck. The passenger train was 
running east and the freight, which was 
westbound, had orders to go into the 
siding at Red House and wait for the 
passenger train to g0 by. The siding is 
about a mile and a half long. There is 
a tower of the block system near the 
west end. The freight was drawn by 
two engines. Some trouble was experi- 
enced in entering the siding and the fore- 
most engine was sent in along the siding 
with a flagman to hold the express. It 
is alleged that. the operator in the tower, 
Lawrence Vale, a boy 17 years old, saw

the light engine of the freight, which was 
bringing up the flag, and supposing the 


freight wais behind it, Vale then dis- 
played a white signal to the passenger 
train, indicating to the engineer he had a 


clear track. 
Failed To See Flagman. 

The engineer on the passenger failed to 
see the flagman sent out from the for- 
ward engine of the freight train and saw 
only the clearance signal from the tower. 
‘tne train ran toward the east end of the 
siding at high speed and collided with 
the second engine of the freight train just 
as it was about to clear the main line. 
The passenger engine and some of the 
coaches crashed into a small wooden 
structure used as a feed store and school 
The first half dozen cars of the 
freight train were wrecked. They were 
box cars, loaded with coal. The coal fil- 
tered in amongst the wreckage, creating 
an intense heat. All but three of the 
cars of the express followed the engine 
and the whole maiss of wreckage was 
soon in flames. The tracks were strcwn 
for rods with burning wood and coal 
and heaps of twisted iron work. 

No. 4 is one of the fast trains on the 
Erie. The two private cars attached to 
it today were occupied by W. J. Murphy, 
his wife, and two officials of the Queen 
and Crescent railroad, and J. L. Frazier, 
general superintendent of the Clover 
Leaf. All escaped uninjured,

UNE NEGRO KILLED 


Uesperale -Alempt...at Escape 
Near Wilmington, 


Twelve Prisoners Scattered While on 
March—Two Wounded Men Es- 
cape—Large Posse Now 
Has Seven Men Sur- 
rounded. 


Wilmington, N. C., April 20.—(Special.)— 
Twelve convicts, three whites and nine 
colored, made a desperate dash for lib- 
erty early this morning just as they 
were leaving the stockade at Castle 
Haynes, 6 miles from this city. 

One negro was killed and a white man 
and negro wounded. Both of the wound- 
ed escaped. Four were captured by a 
large posse that has been scouring the 
country all day, and at a late hour to- 
night the officers believe they have the 
remaining seven surrounded in a thick 
swamp near the northeast branch of the 
Cape Fear river. 

The escape was planned yesterday by 
H. C. Martin, who last week was sen- 
tenced to four years on the roads for 
assaulting a widow woman at Delgade 
mills, this city. While the guards were 
taking the gang of half a hundred con- 
victs to work this morning the twelve 
prisoners in the plot made a wild dash 
in all directions. 

The remaining convicts were ordered 
to drop on their knees, and kept under 
cover by one guard while the other guards 
cpened fire on the fleeing fugitives, who 
made for the woods. 

John Taylor, a negro, was shot dead 
in his tracks. J. P. Hughes, white, and 
Forney George, colored, of Newbern, 
were shot in the backs, but escaped. 

Taylor was serving a twelve months 
term from this county for’ stealing 
chickens. Of the twelve who made the 
break four were from Newbern, five from 
Columbus county and two from New 
Hanover. ' 3 

The county commissioners have  of- 
fered $50 reward each for the white men, 
Martin and Hughes, and $20 each for the 
regroes. The‘ sheriff's posse is very 
strong and there is little Chance for the 
convicts to escape. Pickets have been 
placed on all roads and every effort is 
being made to capture the fugitives.

Feared That Flood Will Be Worst

Vincennes, Ind., April 20.—The Wabash 
river reached 18.6 feet this morning and 
continues to rise. It is feared that the 
flood will be the greatest in the history of 
the valley.

She escaped from her captors at the 
union station here and ran into a resi- 
dence, where she told what had happened 
tc her..

BAER'S. COMPANY 
LOCKS OUT MINERS 


‘Over Thirty - Thousand Men 


Thrown Out of Employment 


Award of the Strike Commission for 
an Eight-Day Disregarded by 
the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Crowd—Baer Refuses 
To Discuss Lockout. 


Pottsville, Pa., April 20.—Of the forty- 
three coliieries of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron Company, all but 
eleven are shut down today, owing to 
the employees being locked out by an 
order of the company. 

At the thirty-two idle operations many 
of the employees on Saturday refused 
to work nine hours, as demanded by the 
management of the company. In the 
Shenandeah and Mahanoy regions, the 
storm center, all of the Reading opera- 
tions are closed today. Upwards of 30,- 
009 mine workers are locked out by this 
company alone. 

Shut Out at Shenandoah. 

Shenandoah, Pa., April 20.—The Phila- 
delphia and Reading Coal and Iron Com- 
pany forced a lockout at every one of 
their nine collieries in this district to- 
day. The men were notified on Saturday 
that if they did not work the full ‘ 
nine-hour day they could consider them- 
selves discharged. When they reported 
for work today they were told there was 
no work for them. 

Baer Will Not Discuss Lockout. 

Philadelphia, April 20.—President Baer, 
of the Reading company, declined to dis- 
cuss the lockoyt of miners in the Schuyl- 
kill region today. He would not even 
admit that the company had closed its 
collieries. It was learned that the com- 
pany has a large supply of coal in stor- 
age.

Latest Move of the Organizers 
of Trusts, 


All the Astronomical Observatories 


To Be in a Great Combine. 
Carnegie and Rockefeller 
Said To Be Backing 
the Scheme. 


Boston, April  20.—(Special.)—Edward 
Charles Pickering, who, since 1877, has 
been director of the astronomical observa- 
tory of Harvard university, whose work 
has attracted the attention of all as 
tronomers all over the world, is planning 
a star gazers’ trust. Professor Picker- 
ing does not use the term “trust” in 
speaking of his plan, but says it will 
be a combination of all the astronomica! 
observatories in the world, so that their 
combined capital or endowments can be 
used by all. He says the combined work- 
ing capital of all is more than $10,000,000 
and the incomes received are enormous. 

The idea of the combination is said to 
have originated, in the brain of Andrew 
Carnegie, who not long ago endowed the 
National university. Professor Pickering 
is to go to the new great university, but 
retainjng his Harvard connection. For 
some time past he has been in com- 
mur’eation with Mr. Carnegie over the 
proposed plana to merge the observatories 
of the world. As it is now, he says there 
is too much-money wasted in going over 
ground already thoroughly covered, the 
smaller observatories simply following 
behind the big fellows. Professor Pick- 
ering wauld more equitably distribute the 
working funds and the staffs, as some 
stations have too many men at work and 


others too few. He provides in the plan, 


a central body to have charge of the 
distribution of the funds. Such men as 
Andrew Carnegie, John D. Rockefeller, 
Charles T. Yerkes, D. Ogden Mills and 
other men who have. given fortunes to 
féund existing observatories would nat- 
urally make up this committee.

Basis of the Appeal of Rail- 
roads in the Merger

St. Paul, Minn., April 2.—Thirty-four 
points of error are alleged by the counsel 
for the Northern Securities Company and 
other defendants in their appeal from the 
decision of the circuit court. 

Exceptions are noted to every paragraph 
in the decree and the court is claimed 
to be in error in rendering any decree save 
one for a dismissal of the petition and 
proceedings. The principal citations of 
error are as follows: 

The court erred in finding and deciding 
that the device of a holding company 
placed the control of the railways of said 
two railway companies in the hands of 
the Northern Securities Company, and 
destroyed every motive for competition 
between said two railway companies by 
pooling their earnings for the common 
benefit of the stockholders of poth railway 
companies; and erred in finding and neo 
ciding that any such or any pooling 0 
earnings was ever contemplated or has 

‘ een made. 
OTe pron erred in holding and decid- 
ing that every combination whereby 4 
power is acquired to. suppress competi- 
tion between\two parallel and competing 
lines of railway operating under staté 
charters and engaged in interstate com-~- 
merce, is a~combination in wiolation of 
said anti-trust act whether such power 
is exercised or intended to be exercised 
or not. 

The court! erred in holding and deciding 
that it would have been @ violation of 
said anti-trust act had the individual de- 
fendants, in /pursuance of a previous 
agreement so to do, sold their shares of 
stock in the different railway companies 
to a natural person, and had induced their 
fellow shareholders to do the same with 
the resulting acquisition, by such indi- 
vidual, of a majority of the stock of 

ailway company. 
rai, bunt Greed in holding and deciding 
that the Northern Securities Company 
controls the commerce of both of the de- 
fendant railway companies, though by 
the charter of each company, the man- 
agement of its business is vested in its 
board of directors, and the companies 
have and must have separate and distinct 
poards of directors. 

Not Interstate Commerce. 

The court erred in holding and decid- 
ing that the constitution and composition 
of railway companies chartered by states 
or organized under the state laws, but 
carrying on interstate commerce, are 
themselves matter of interstate commerce, 
and as such subject to regulation by con- 
gress. 

The court erred in holding that consol- 
idations of railway companies created by 
or under state laws and competitors in 
state commerce, are effectual restraints 
upon such commerce, and that such con- 
solidations, though expressly authorized 
by state charter, are violations of said 
anti-trust act and illegal. 

The court erred in defining and deciding 
that “the object and necessary effect” 
of the combination found by it to exist 
in this cause is ‘‘to give to a single per- 
son or toacoterie of persons full control 
of all the means of transportation owned 
by two parallel and competing lines of 
railroad engaged in interstate commerce, 
as well as the power. to fix the rate for 
the transportation of persons and prop- 
ys court erred in holding that the said 
anti-trust law was intended and was and 
is effectual, to includeand prohibit “virtual 
consolidations” of paralle] and competing 
railway companies chartered by the sev- 
eral states, and combinations looking to

BOND ELECTION 
UPON TOMORROW 


Sewer and Water Bond Is- 
sues Will Be De- 
cided. 


MAYOR HOWELL WRITES 
MESSAGE TO THE PEOPLE 


Fully Lays the Need for the Two 
Issues Before the Voters of tle 
City and Tells Them What 
To Expect if the Bonds 
¥ail. 


2 


Tomorrow the yoters will decide at’the 
polls whether they desire the extension 
and improvement of the sewer and water 
systems, or whether they desire the city 
to become involved in endless damage 
suits because of the condition of the*for- 
mer and be in constant danger of water 
famine because of the condition of the 
latter. 

The people have become so thoroughly 
aroused over the fact that the apathy 
of the registered voters is endangering 
the bond issues that the outlook is much 


more hopeful, atthough if the . voters 
again’ become tao: sure of carrying the 
election ‘and remaih' away from: the polls 
the bonds will undoubtedly be defeated. 

The need for the bonds and the reason 
the officials of the municipality are so 
heartily in favor of them are explained 
fully in an interesting communication 
from Mayor Howell, which was given 
the newspapers yesterday. 

It is as follows: 

To the Citizens of Atlanta: The elec- 
tion on the question of a bond issue is to 
be held in this city on Wednesday the 
22d instant. 

The last Jegislature authorized an is- 
sue of eight hundred thousand dollars tn 
bonds; four hundred thousand for water 
works improvements and four hundred 
thousand to build sewers. 

The general council of the city of At- 
lanta limited this issue to one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars for water 
works and two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars for sewers. The bonds are 


| to be sold at par bearing 3 1-2 per cent 


interest, and none of the money to be 
used until] the bonds are sold and no part 
of the funds to be used to pay past in- 
debtedness and for no other improve- 
ments but sewer and water works, 

While the voters will be called upon to 
vote for the eight hundred thousand of 
bonds, such limitations have been placed 
upon the issue that no more than four 
hundred thousand can be used in the issue 
and the people will have to-vote again 
on the question before the other four 
hundred thousand can be used. It is also 
settled by ordimance that if the four 
hundred thousand is voted only two 
hundred thousand dollars of the money 
can be used each year until the sum is 
expended. 

Quotes from Message. 


The importance of this election is of 
the greatest concern to the citizens of 
Atlanta, and I beg here to repeat. what 
I said in my inaugural the first of the 
year: 

“The city of Atlanta is authorized to 
issue bonds to the amount of $800,000 for 
sewerage and water works extensions, 
providing the issue is approved by two- 
thirds of the qualified voters of the city. 
it. will be the duty of this council to 
take this matter up at once with the 
view of putting the question in shape 
for a vote of the peopie. 

“This election should be called at the 
earliest day possible, so we can know 
how to govern our appropriations for the 
year. If the bond issue fails we will 
have to cut our appropriations at many 
places to make our appropriations meet 
our income. 

“It may not be necessary to use the 
full issue of these bonds at once. 

“If the bonds are authorized we shouid 
Froceed with caution and deliberation to- 
ward obtaining the best possible results 
out of the money to be spent. This is 
a detail to which I wish to call the spe- 
cial attention, first, of the finance com- 
‘Mittee, and then of the genera) council.

“It must aiso be understood that every 
dollar invested in the extension of the 
water geryice of the city becomes a 
source of actual profit to the city. As 
the mains are extended? the water rcve- 
nues proportionately increase, so that 
every dollar of this bond issue that is 
spent for the extension of the city’s 
water system will,.in due time, be paid 
back, principal and interest, out of the 
revenues derived from the ipvestment. 

“The inadequscy and incompleteness 
of our present sewerage system should 
receive your very careful attention. The 
city’s sewerage improvements have not 
expanded in keeping with the city’s 
growth, and we have now reached the 
point where it becomes a matter of 
absolute nécessity to extend our trunk 
sewers through wnserved areas which 
are now thiékly populated. Several sew- 
ers now empty their poisonous and nox- 
ious material . in.-the- midst of thickly 
inhabited. sections, and further failure 
on the, part.of the city to extend these 
sewers beyond the line of danger will 
be crimfral' negligence. A very large 
part of the “northwestern part of the 
city is sadly tm need of trunk sewers. 
Four of. the. city’s:trunk sewers have 
already been constructed to the corpo- 
rate limits. Three short trunk sewers 
to the northwestern part of the city can 
be extended and joined into one and 
constructed to or beyond the city Mmits, 
This work alone the olty engineer has 
estimated will require $150,000. With two 
other trunk sewers extended to the city 
Hmits, all that 98. necessary to bs done 
‘inside the city limiis, will have_ been 
completed, and every property holder in 
the city will ‘then bé@ enabled to make 
direot connection wifh,eome main trunk 
sewer.” : 

I can only add to the above by saying 
that the city of’ Atlarita has so rapidiy 
outgrown its conveniences-in water sup- 
ply and sewer service in the past few 
years that we are suffering from its 
effects. 

Property in the sections of the city 
without water and sewer service while 
bearing the same rate of taxes as prop- 
erty furnished with these conveniences, 
cannot. be sold or rented on fair terms, 
and our guburbs are filling up more rap- 
idly than tthe city. A man who comes 
to Atlanta to buy a home is not going 
to buy if he cannot get water and sew- 
ers and proper fire protection. He will 
save 1 1-4 per cent on his investment 
and settle on some street car line out 
of the city. 

Raise of Tax Imminent. 


If the bond issue is not authorized by 
the voters it will inevitably result in 
raising our tax rate to 1 1-2 per cent. I 
am opposed to this, but it will follow as 
sure as day follows night. The addition- 
al 1-4 of 1 per cent will raise two hun- 
dred thousand dollars per annum, but 
the trouble will come when we try to 
restore the rate again, 

I do not believe it @ a wise course to 
burden our present tax payers to pay 
for permanent iImiprovements that will 
last for more than one hundred years. 
Let future generations bear their part of 
these improvements. Under our sinking 
fund laws one-thirtieth of this issue will 
be set aside each year in our sinking 
fund, and at the end of the thirty years 
er sooner there will be money enough 
in our treasury to meet the bonds. This 
is far better than to tax this generation 
to do the whole work. 

The laws governing the issue of bonds 
are very rigid, and properly so. -The 
amount to be issued by any city Js lim- 
ited by constitutional law. Nog issue can 
be made unless two-thirds of the regis- 
tered voters so authorize. . 

I have no doubt that this issue will be 
authorized if the registered voters will 
turn out and vote on the 2d instant. It 
ig the duty of every good citizen, under 
the circumstances, to vote.and get his 
neighbor to vote. If you prefer that the 
pregent generation pay for the improye- 
ments vote against the bonds; if you 
prefer to be relieved of a-.portion of this. 
expense and let future generations pay 
their part, vote for the bonds. This is 
the issue you have to vote upon. Re-

Jetters Received by Department of 


Agriculture Show Crop in Other 
Peach States Is Damaged 
from 50 to 90 
Per Cent. 


Georgia is not alone this year In finding 

g short peach crop on hand. Every peach- 
growing state in the couniry reports a 
reduced crop as the result of bad weath 
er conditions ranging from 0 to ® per 
cent below the average, 
' Tnis informet'on has just been secur- 
ed by the department of agriculture and 
will within a fcw days be published in 
official bulletin form. 

At the instance of the Georgia fruit 
growers. Commissioner O. B. Stevens 
wrote letters to the commissioners of ag- 
riculture all the important peach- 
growing states of the country, and has 
receive replies from practically all of 
them except California, which will prob- 
ably be heard from within a day or two. 

Colonel Stevens gave the information 
that Georgia would do well to market 25 
per cent of an average crop this year, 
and asked the commissioners of the other 
states what yield they expected and what 
nad been the extent of the damage from 
cold weather. 

The replies show that there its a possi- 
bility of something like 35 per cent of 
an average crop throughout the entire 
country. In some states the crop has 
peen almost wholly destroyed, in others 
there is only 10 or 15 per cent promised, 
while several expect to get as high as 50 
per cent of an average yield. 

The conditions as reported are indica- 
tive of the fact that there will be a ready 
and eager market found for what peaches 
can be secured, and the Georgia growers 
who are fortunate enough to have even 
part of a crop left will undoubtedly make 
a good thing out of it, 

What the States Report. 

Georgia, as has been stated, will do 
well if 2 per cent of an average crop is 
secured, while Colonel Stevehs and State 
Entomologist Scott are inclined to think 
the figures will not go quite so high as 
this. 

The reports from the other states as re- 
ceived at the department of agriculture 
sre as follows: 

Massachusetts—The peach crop has been 
devastated by a severely cold winter and 
spring and hardly a peach will be har- 
vested, 

New Jersey—The destruction of the 
peach crop is surely 50 per cent, and may 
run as high as 75 per cent. It is difti- 


of 


cult to tell the entire extent of the dam- 


age yet as the effect of the more recent 
cold weather is not fully known. 
Virginia—The peach crop will be larger 


‘than was thought a week or two ago, 


though nothing liké' a full crop. . The 
damage is thought to be fully § per 
cent, : 

West Virginia—There will be about 15 
per cent of an average crop of peaches in 
this state, and all the other fruit is re- 
ported damaged by tne cold weather in 
the same proportion. 

North Carolina—Only about 80 per cent 
of a crop is reported, and it may be con- 
siderably less than that. 

Ohio—On the ist of Apri Ithe prospect 
was 77 per cent of an average crop. Since 
then there has been some severely cold 
weather and this prospect will, no doubt, 
be considerably reduced. , 

Illinois—There are no peachés in the 
horthern and central parts of this state, 
though it is reported unofficially that 
a ag is a part of a crop in southern Iili- 
nois, 

Missouri—There is a prospect of 25 to 
0 per cent of a crop of peaches in south- 
ern Missouri, but there is no fruit in 
the northern part of the state and the 
yield for the whole state will, it is stat- 
ed, be not: more than 10 per cent of an 
average crop. 

Texas—There will be about half a crop 
of peaches in this state. The fruit was 
badly damaged by the late cold. 

The foregoing states with California 
constitute the principal peach-growing 
States of the country. The indications 
are, it would seem, that the price of 
peaches will be somewhat higher than has 
prevailed for the last two years.

Storm Raged for Thirty-six 
Hours--Many Trains Are 
Stalled, 


Berlin, April 20.—The gale of Sunday 
wrought such havoc on the .grounds at 
Potsdam that. a full report on the sub- 
ject. has ‘been telegraphed to Emperor 
William.

BELMONT GIVEN GATE POSTS. 


Charleston. Preferred Not To Sell 
Historic Relics. 
Charleston, 8. C., April 20.—(Special.)— 
The city of Charleston has presented to 
August Belmont, v- New York, the his- 
toric gate posts which stood for more 
than a century at the main entrance of 

the old Washington race course here. 
Mr. Belmont wanted the pillars for the 
entrance of the five-million-dollar track, 
which will be opened two years hence 
under the name of Belmont park,. and 
when an offer was made the city decided 
to present the property to Mr. Belmont 
rather than sell it to him. The gates are 
massive structures of brick, and every 
effort will be made to preserve them 
intact for shipment. They will be hand- 
somély ornamented with brass and 
bronze, and a tablet will tell briefly of 
the record made by the old South Caro- 
lina Jockey Club previous to the war. 
In late years. several attempts have 
been made by prominent turfmen to pur- 
chase the race course for regular winter 
meetings. This was not possible, how- 
ever, for the reason that the property 
could not be sold. The track is now own- 
ed by the city, and there are better possi- 
bilities for the consummation of this 


scheme.

BIG SUIT AGAINST SEABOARD. 


Mrs. Pierce Wants $40,000 for Hus- 
band’s Death. 
Savannah, Ga., April 20.—(Special.)—Mrs. 
Mary Pierce filed a suit in ae gos gr 
inst the Seaboard Air ne for 
pg an of $40,000 damages for the 
death of her husband, Edwin 8S. Pierce. 
His death occurred on the morning of 
March 6 last at Evergreen, Fila. The 
husband of the claimant was an engineer 
of the Geaboard and started from Jack- 
sonville for Savannah. As the train pull- 
ed out a few miles from the city it ran 
into an open switch, which overturned the 
engine and erushed Pierce under the cab, 
The injured man was taken back to 
Jacksonvitte, where he was looked after 
in one of the hospitals, but died two days 
afterwards from his injuries. The switch, 
it was stated, was thrown open by a 
boy who was instructed to close it by 
Postmaster Hereing, of Evergreen, but 
by some perversity he did just the con- 
trary to what he was ordered. 


A WASHINGTON, D. (., LADY 
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Decision Modifisd in the North- 
em Securilies Case, 


That Portion of the Decision Prevent- 
ing Payment of Dvidends Is 
Ordered Suspended—About 
Four Million Dollars 
Will Be Released. 


St. Paul, April 20.—At noon. today Cir- 
eult Judge Sanborn handed down the fol- 
lowing decision, granting the request of 
the attorneys for the Northern Securities 
Company, that the company be permitted 
to pay the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific dividends to the Northern Sed¢uri- 
ties Company: 


“The defendants in this case have the 
right under the acts of congress to ap- 
peal from the decree of the circuit court 
to the supreme court. They have claimed 
that right. Ordinarily those who~ have 
the right to review a judgment of de- 
cree of the circuit court also have the 
right, upon the giving of a proper bond, 
to supersede the effect of the judgment 
or decree during the pendency of ap- 
peal, but where, as in the case at bar, 
the decree awards an injunction the or- 
dinary supersedeas stays proceedings, but 
does not raise the injunction. 

“To enable the courts to prevent un- 
necessary loss or injury to the parties to 
litigation in these cages the supreme court 
provided by rule 93 that, whey an appeal 
is allowed from a final decree granting un 
injunction, a judge who took part in the 
decision may make an order suspending 
the injunction during the pendency of the 
appeal upon such terms as to bond or 
otherwise, as he may consider proper for 
the security of the opposite party. it 
is the customary practice for the courts 
to exercise this power whenever their 
action will not injuriously affect the 
rights of the party who has secured the 
injunction. In this case that party is 
the United States. 

“The main purpose and effect of the 
decree is to prevent the Northern Securi- 
ties Company from controlling and op- 
erating the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific railroads, and to accomplish this 
end it enjoins that company from exer- 
cising any control over their operation 
and from acquiring or voting any of the 
Stock of the railroad companies, and it 
also enjoins the railroad companies from 
paying the Northern Securities Company 
any dividends on their stock. This is 
not an application to suspend this injunc- 
tion. The defendants ask only that the 
part of the injunction which forbids the 
payment of the dividends be suspended 
during the pendency of the appeal. 

Owners of Dividends. 

“These dividends do not belong, and can 
not, in any event, be paid to the United 
States. It does not claim to have and it 
has not any financial interest in 
suit, and its interest in this injunction 
is only thereby to enforce the law 
against illegal combinations in restraint 
of traga, and to prevent the Northern 
Securities Company controlling, directing, 
owning, operating or interfering with the 
competing railroads. This interest.it will 
be noticed is protected by that portion 
of the injunction which forbids the man- 
agement or controi of these railroads by 
the Northern Securities Company, and 
forbids it from voting or acquiring any 
Stock of these railroad companies. - This 
portion of the injunction, indeed, every 
part of the decree and this injunction. 
is in force and will continue in force 
during the pendency of this appeal in any 
event. During this time the United States 
has and will have under this portion of 
the decree, which will not be modified or 
suspended, a complete remedy for any 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust act. 
should it occur, both by proceedings for 
contempt under this injunction and by 
proceedings under the penal clause of the 
Sherman act. 

“The appeal in this case will probably 
be determined by the supreme court about 
November, 1903. It is not perceived how 
the payment or the retention of this divi- 
dend during the pendency of this appeal 
can injuriously affect any right of the 
United States in this litigation and the 
only question here is whether these divi- 
dends shall be piled up in the treasuries 
of the railway companies or paid to the 
stockholders to whom they legally be- 
iong and who must ultimately receive 
them whatever the final decision in this 
case may be. These dividends will ulti- 
mately go to the stockholders of the 
Northern Securities Company whether 
paid as they are earned or after the final 
decision. If the railroad companies are 
permitted to pay their dividends to the 
Securities company that company will 
pay them over to the stockholders. The 
decree permits the stockholders of tiie 
Securities company to change theif stock 
for the stock of the railroad companies,

Washington, April ‘20.—The United 
States supreme cgurt today refused to 
reverse the decision of the United States 
circuit court of appeals for the defendant 
in the case of the Texas Pacific Railway 
Company v. A. B. Behrmer.

He 
was given a latitude that few editoria] 
writers are allowed, and he was proba- 
bly the keenest observer of public 
men and current events of any writer 
in the entire country. . Nothing seem- 
ed to escape him; every actor of note 
on the world’s stage passed in review 
from day to day in the paragraph 
column of The Washington Post. 

Although Merrick was a master of 
Satire, he was never cruel. 
humor was never of the coarser sort. 
His personal nature entered into his 


.work, and from a heart as sunny as

nate. It came in the line of his duty 
to puncture many shams, but he never 
became so cynical that he withheld 
praise where praise was due. 

His work, devoted as it was to the 
current happenings of the day, may 
end with him, though it need not 
should some one undertake to cull 
from the columns of The Washington 
Post through these many years his 
brightest and best sayings, and put 
them in permanent form. Much that 
is incomparable in humor and philos- 
ophy will there be found.

overcome. At present, an agent who has 
been discharged from another or ‘the 
same company in another state can come 
here, and if he has the proper appear- 
ance, secure an agency. Under the sys- 
tem as adopted yesterday at the meet- 
ing of the association such will not be 
the case—at least, not to the extent that 
it is practiced now. Whenever a man 
leaves the service of one company his 
name and the date of the severance of 
his connection with the company will be 
immediately forwarded to the informa- 
tion bureau. There will be no comment 
on him whatever accompanying this in- 
formation. whether he quit voluntarily 
or was discharged for cause. But in 
case he applies to another company the 
latter can trace up his record. It will 
only be necessary for the company to 
which he applies to communicate with 
the bureau and the latter will furnish 
a history of the applicant so far as 
their knowledge. goes and refer the in- 
quirer to the last company for which 
the applicant. worked. An inquiry di- 
rected to this company will then elicit 
all the information needed. The ecom- 
pany with which the applicant is seek- 
ing to connect himself will employ him 
then at its own risk and with full knowl- 
edge of his record. 


Is Not a Blacklist. 

There is not a trace of the blacklist 
in the contemplated measure, nothing 
being compulsory. A company is at per- 
fect liberty to employ a man who has 
been discharged from another, no matter 
for what cause. The bureau of infor- 
mation, in place of being an injury to 
any one, will act as an automatic testl- 
monial agency for the assistance of wor- 
thy agents who have made good records 
with any of the companies doing busi- 
ness through the bureau, The losses 
of the life insurance companies through 
dishonest agents have been somewhat 
heavy, and this plan has been tried to 
some extent already and has worked 
well. It is thought by those having the 
matter in charge that with the facilities 
they will soon have, and with the addi- 
tion of the other companies in the city 
that will cooperate with them, that this 
evil will be practicaHy eradicated.

New York, April 20.—There was much 
hesitation and irregularity in today's 
stock market. This tendency was at- 
tributed in the early part of the session 
to the dread that the. United States cir- 
cuit court at St. Paul would refuse the 
petition of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany to modify the decree against the 
company pending the appeal so as to al- 
low the payment of dividends by the 
Northern Pacific.and Great Northern 
companies to their stockholders. The 
general expectation in Wall street was 
that the petition wowld be. refueed and 
the umexpected decision in favor of the 
modification caused a precipitate buying 
movement in which the short sellers of 
the morning were conspicuous. This ad- 
vance met opposition before it had pro- 
ceeded far, and prices were carried back- 
ward again, after which the market 
hung practically stagnant for a time. 
The professionals bid up prices again at 
the last to the top level, and the market 
closed steady with @, showing of net 
gains reaching a point or over for a 
number of the conspicuous leaders. To- 
day's modification of ehe decree in the 
Northern Securities case leaves the sit- 
uation of the company practically un- 
affected until the supreme court shal!

In the fear that the petition would 
be denied, Northern Securities on the 
curb sold down to 94 7-8 this morning, 
which is only a fraction above the low- 
est price in the slump of last Monday.
